A very important warning for those, who wake up at night to go to the bathroom... 

You must be careful and use the "One-and-a-Half-minute law" which 1s scientifically 
proven. By waking up suddenly for one's physiological needs normally, we often hear that 
someone was well in good health and died suddenly during the night without reason. 

The most likely reason is that when that person woke up to go to the bathroom, he/she got 
up from bed in a hurry, but the brain is not receiving a great flow of blood when a person is 
lying down. Getting on your legs quickly causes sudden low blood pressure in the brain and 
can cause fainting! Then it is possible that the person falls heavily and a stroke or serious 
injury could happen. 

It is recommended to learn the "One-and-a-Half-minute law" that can save 
your life. 

When you wake up to go to the bathroom, you must first: 

.# Lay for 30 seconds after waking up. 

.# Sit in bed for 30 more seconds. 

.# Sit on the side of your bed with legs touching the floor for another 30 
seconds. Only then get up to go to the bathroom. 

With these above steps the chances 
are that low blood pressure blackout 
will not occur with no resulting injuries or stroke, 
regardless of age. |

Top doctor's chilling warning as he claims 
panic buying could 'prove disastrous'. 


Infectious diseases specialist Abdu Sharkawy says 
people need to stop fearing what will happen if they © 
get coronavirus, and to instead ‘expect’ that it will 
eventually occur to them or their loved ones. i aE 
A leading specialist on infectious diseases says 
people need to stop fearing what will happen if they get coronavirus and to 
instead 'expect' someone they know to come down with it. 

Doctor Abdu Sharkawy, from Toronto, said a recent spate of panic buying 
across the globe in the wake of the COVID-19 outbreak was unnecessary and 
‘perpetuated even more fear’. 

Dr Sharkawy said what was most important was a change in attitude towards the 
disease - with the specialist claiming its ability to spread rapidly means that at 
some point it will likely ‘affect them or their family’. 

'COVID-19 is nowhere near over. It will be coming to a City, a hospital, a 
friend, even a family member near you at some point,’ Dr Sharkawy wrote. 
'Expect it. Stop waiting to be surprised further. 

'The fact 1s the virus itself will not likely do much harm when it arrives... but our 
own behaviours and "fight for yourself above all else" attitude could prove 
disastrous.' 

Dr Sharkawy said he has serious concerns over the impact the virus will have on 
the economy, ability to travel and events such as the Olympics. 

But he claims there are simple things that can be done to prevent the spread. 

The disease expert said washing hands and getting the flu shot would have a 
great impact on the likelihood of contracting coronavirus, while emptying 
supermarket shelves was unnecessary. 


THE DOCTOR'S VIRAL POST AND HIS ADVICE ON 
CORONAVIRUS: 


I'm a doctor and an Infectious Diseases Specialist. I've been at this for more 
than 20 years seeing sick patients on a daily basis. I have worked in inner 
City hospitals and in the poorest slums of Africa. HIV-AIDS, Hepatitis, TB, 
SARS, Measles, Shingles, Whooping cough, Diphtheria...there is little I 
haven't been exposed to in my profession. And with notable exception of 
SARS, very little has left me feeling vulnerable, overwhelmed or downright 
scared. 

I am not scared of Covid-19. I am concerned about the implications of a novel 
infectious agent that has spread the world over and continues to find new

footholds in different soil. I am rightly concerned for the welfare of those who 
are elderly, in frail health or disenfranchised who stand to suffer mostly, and 
disproportionately, at the hands of this new scourge. But I am not scared of 
Covid-19. 


What I am scared about ts the loss of reason and wave of fear that has 
induced the masses of society into a spellbinding spiral of panic, stockpiling 
obscene quantities of anything that could fill a bomb shelter adequately in a 
post-apocalyptic world. 

I am scared of the N95 masks that are stolen from hospitals and urgent care 
clinics where they are actually needed for front line healthcare providers 
and instead are being donned in airports, malls, and coffee lounges, 
perpetuating even more fear and suspicion of others. 


I am scared that our hospitals will be overwhelmed with anyone who thinks 
they " probably don't have it but may as well get checked out no matter 
what because you just never know..." and those with heart failure, 
emphysema, pneumonia and strokes will pay the price for overfilled ER waiting 
rooms with only so many doctors and nurses to assess. 


I am scared that travel restrictions will become so far reaching that weddings 
will be cancelled, graduations missed and family reunions will not materialize. 
And well, even that big party called the Olympic Games...that could be 
kyboshed too. Even all sporting Events. Can you even imagine? 

I'm scared those same epidemic fears will limit trade, harm partnerships in 
multiple sectors, business and otherwise and ultimately culminate in a global 
recession. 

Acts not fear. Clean hands. Open hearts. Our children will thank us for it. 


But mostly, I'm scared about what message we are telling our kids and 
family when faced with a threat. 

Instead of reason, rationality, open mindedness and altruism, we are telling them 
to panic, be fearful, suspicious, reactionary and self-interested. 


I implore you all. 

Temper fear with reason, panic with patience and uncertainty with education. 
We have an opportunity to learn a great deal more about health hygiene and 
limiting the spread of innumerable transmissible diseases in our society. 

Let's meet this challenge together in the best spirit of compassion for others, 
patience, and above all, an unfailing effort to seek truth, facts and knowledge as 
opposed to conjecture, speculation and catastrophizing.

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Tilburg, the City where they celebrate Redhead Day 


Tilburg is a City in the Netherlands, in the Southern 
Province of North Brabant. With a population of 217,595 
(31 January 2019), it is the second-largest Municipality in 
/North Brabant and the sixth largest in the Netherlands. 
Tilburg University is located here, as are Avans 
University of Applied Sciences and Fontys University of 
Tilburg Flag & Coat of Arms. Applied Sciences. 
There are three railway stations within the 
Municipality; Tilburg, Tilburg 
Universiteit and Tilburg Reeshof. 
A 75-hectare (185-acre) area around Tilburg 
Central station, once a Dutch Railways train 
maintenance yard, has been purchased by the 
City and is being transformed into an urban 
zone. 





History: 

Little 1s known about the beginnings of 
Tilburg. The name Tilliburg first appeared in 
documents dating from AD 709, but after . | 
that there was no mention for several Tilburg Skyline. 

centuries. In the later Middle Ages, Tilburg 

consisted of a couple of hamlets, one of which was known as "Eastern Tilburg" (Oost- 
Tilburg). On 18 April 1809, Tilburg was granted City status, 1t had about 9,000 inhabitants 
by then. 





Wool Capital of the Netherlands: 

The farmers living around Tilburg long ago started to weave their wool themselves and 
much of the space inside their small houses was occupied by a loom. By the 17th century 
these numbered about 300. Enterprising people then started to supply the weavers with wool 
for their "home looms" and purchased the finished products from them and so the first 
Tilburg "Mill Houses" came into existence. The wool industry underwent rapid growth and 
in 1881, Tilburg had as many as 145 Wool Mills. Woollen textiles from Tilburg were well 
known and famous all over the world. 

After World War II this trend continued, but in the 1960s the industry collapsed and by the 
1980s the number of Wool Mills could be counted on the fingers of one hand. 


Textile Museum: 
The Textile Museum in Tilburg isn’t your average Museum. It’s actually a complete textile
